FARCE AT GERMAN THEATRE.

"Meyers" Amuses an Audience at the
Irving Place.

'Meyers was the title of tho new play
at the Irving Placa Theatre last night,
and the dislike or that name by an aristo-
cratic mother-in-la- as well as what It
suggested to her made up tho fun of the
new drama. Its fun whs abundant.
Rarely In recent seasons has a farco of
Herman origin possessed so much humor.
Fritz Friedmann-Friederic- h is a new
name among the authors of Germany
whoso works are nowadays selected for
export. But few of them are so deserving
of that distinction. Tho play, while its
three acts pass in Berlin and northeastern

ussla, is not altogether free from a
suggestion of remoter Gallic nativity.
But what good faroe ever is? It is to
tho credit of tho Oerman author that ho
has Imparted to tho piece so much flavor
of the land and the people of which It
treats as to make It strongly local. So
it appears superflolally Germad.
' There Is of course In the objections
of this county aristocratic to anybody
called Meyer something more thafl the
mere name. It suffice, however, for the
young man In love with her daughter
to get himself adopted by a French wine
agent of only a well sounding title in order
that there may lie no objection from his
future family. The mother-in-la- w is
Indeed delighted with the suitor and
his psuedo parent, who is secretly in-

vited to the weddin.? festivities by his
future father-in-la- w as a surprise. This
aristocratic mother Is even charmed
with another of the family who has been
surreptitiously invited and his expenses
paid from Paris as a compliment to the
young betrothed of tho same name.

It Is oniy after the father who adopted
the young man for a linanclal consider-
ation shows what his character is and she
discovers that the supposed brother Is in
reality a cook who has been sent by mis-
take through an agency, that the mother- -

w decides that Sleyers, so long as
they are of the right kind, are better than
bogus Frencn aristocrats however grand
their names may sound. So the youthful
Meyer wins hlsbrideunde hlsowu name,
which was the objection to counteract
his desirability in every other way.

The story of this wholly farcical com-
position progresses from one complica-
tion to another with irresistible diolleiy
The author has arranged his scenes with
certain knowledge of their eflect. In
every instance they produce the result
at which he aimed. lie has not neglected
the eflect of amusing contrasts of char-
acter, for lietween the Mtiiiri, proud of
their old and honored place in the com-
mercial world, yet cherishing incidental
ambitions for a higher social niveau
than they have ever attained and the
prejudice of the country Uirn aristocrat
with a husband of most democratic ideas,
there is variety enough in the types.

German actors are the ben in filays of
this kind, and in spite of various evidences
of Insufficient familiarity with the text
the farce was admirably played. It was
In tho slowness of the tempo with which
It moved that the lack of preparation
was most evident. And for the first time
the prompter of tho German theatre, a
conscientious and most efficient member,
of the artistio staff, was absent last night.

The author has gone back to somewhat
older models of German farco than his
contemporaries are following nowadays.
He has reverted almost to tho school of
Von Moser and I.'Arronse, although his
form Is more suited to the present day
than their manner of writing', r.lthough he
clings to the domestio subjects which in-

spired the men of that time. Only in
the deftness of his treatment of the sub-
ject does the occasional suggestion of
French original r.ppear. Unfortunately
there seems little probability that
"Meyers" con ever be made available
for use in our playhouses.

Most of the humor of the piece rests
on racial peculiarities which nave never
been accepted as profitable themes for
American plays. 1 here was a small body
of Interested managers and agents wutch-iu- g

the performance last night. It is to
be honed that they understood the text
as well as the expressions of amusement.
Otherwise they might be sadly misled as
to tne value of tne play tor tins country.

Adolf Link as a sporty Meyer addicted
to dress and society as hieh as he could
gain admittance to but proud of the
lame oi nis nrm was iiueu wun a
r6le well within his somewhat gro-
tesque powers, and the French adven-
turer was played with a character-
istic mask by Otto Ottbert. As the am-
bitious and amorous Jaajur Meyer George
Papst showed that the theatre posesses
an admirable young actor for such light
comedy heroes.

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AS "U BOM" HERO

The Famous Tenor Sings "Che
Gclida Manlim" Before Audi-

ence of Great Size.

It was Casslus who asked Brutus
when went there by nn ago since the
great jlood when they who spake of
Home would say thnt'hcr wide walls
compassed but one man. Of course he
was referred to Julius Cicsar. If he had
been a devotee of Italian opera a little
morn than two thousand years later he
would tiave been talking about Caruso.
Other people would havo risen up nnd
tuldjitm that there were Mayor Goynor
and Commissioner Waldo and Superin-
tendent Maxwell and Diamond dim
Ilrady nnd Cnp'n Churchill and Weber
and Fields nnd ever so many others,
but he would have smiled hack nnd
said: "You try the experiment of charg-
ing people $6 a seat to hear all of them
at once and see what you'll get."

It was Caruso at the Metropolitan
Opera House last night. It might do to
let the record go with that, but there
was also an opera, and that also signi-
fied. 1 localise, It was "La Uohemc."
That was a reason. "Ii lloheme" has
been given on several previous occa-
sions but not With Caruso. He hnd
not sung llodatfo for many moons.
Kvery one loves to hear him sing this
part, but till last night It was mostly
Jadlowker and once Martin.

So when the news went forth that
Caruso would sln Itodolfn last night
there was one last concerted attack on
the box office. The sign "All hope
abandon ye who enter here" was not
hung out, but It might have been, for
Monday night seats nrc as scarce as
hopeless politicians. Hut there were
the stall boxes, the standing room and
the upper galleries. If there was any
part of these unsold or unoccupied last
night, not even Raffles himself could
have found It.

It was a great audience nnd It was
there tn hear Caruso sing Hodolfo. Yes,
there were others In the cast, good ones,
too, hut they had all bscu there before.
The difference in "the house" was un-

doubtedly attributable to the power of
the famous tenor. Kven Toscanlnl. the
genius among conductors, did not drnw-on- c

of all that great assembly. How
can that be told? Kaslty: Toscanlnl did
not conduct.

The distinguished tenor apparently
enjoyed his return to the old role. In
the comedy scenes of the first act he
entered with much zest Into thA action,
and. had all sorts of fun with his asso-
ciates. Naturally, the rotund and rubi-
cund Plnl-Co- came In for a largo
share of the antics, nnd Caruso's adora-
tion pf his imposing equator was not
the least amusing piece of stage busi-
ness In the net.

Hut that was not the focus nf public
attention. Kvery one was waiting for
"(he gclida manlim." Let It be said at
once that Caruso sang It beautifully.
He took the high C with case and
with beaut If ut tone iinlity. He Invested
the whole air with sentiment. It Is un
deniable that his delivery of this par-
ticular number has less suavity than
It originally had, but It Is still very
beautiful. In the third and fourth acts
Mr. Cam ho was admirable.

A CHAMBER MUSIC CONCERT.

Mtnjowskl and Arglrwltt Play Sonatas
In Kicellent Style'.

linist, gave the flrat of three recitals last
night In the concert hall of the Mac-Ouw-

Club. The programme wos
somewhat out of the beaten track as re-

gards content and arrangement. Tho
list contained licethoven's sonata In C
minor, opus 30, No. 2; two groups of
solos, one for volln nnd one for piano,
utid tho sonata In D minor, opus 10ft, of
Brahms. The pieces for violin were a
minuet of Porpora, "melodic" by Gluck,
and a prelude-allegr- o of Pugnanl. The
solos fur piano a ere an Intermezzo by
Drahms and Hchumonn's "Paplllons."

Mr. Stojowskl's efficiency as a pianist
Is too well known hero to need com-
ment. Mr. Arglcwlcz Is a local .violin-
ist, nnd Judging from Ills excellent
playing heard last evening he should
make, more frequent public npearanccs.
' The ensemble playing of the two ar-
tists was admirable In tone and tech-
nique. Tho qualities of Its style were
In accord with the scholarly demands
made by tho "delivery of chamber
music, while Its generul spirit save the
Impression or u harmonious understand-
ing on the part of the performers.

The well merited Interest qjnd consid-
eration given the recital by an audience
that filled the hall ot Its utmost seating
capacity bespoke good promise for the
remaining two of tho scries.
